A good cause is 
often served by faulty instruments. Witness the 
Protestant Reformation and Henry the VIII. A na- 
tion’s independence has been more than once wrought 
ought by foreign help. Witness what American inde- 
pendence owestoa French sovereign ; and our own Re- 
volution to William of Orange and his 16000 Dutchmen. 
In the present case Louis Napoleon has everything to 
gain by proving true to his engagements, and every- 
thing to lose by proving false. His prudence and 
farsightedness, which his greatest enemies admit, are 
therefore guarantees for his sincerity. Such at 
least appears to be the opinion of England, if we 
may judge from the movements of the funds, and 
the altered tone of the Times. That this 
opinion has influenced thirteen vots in 
the recent division appears to us a moderate 
estimate; and the accession of Lord Palmerston to 
power in the face of a diminishing Whig-Radical 
majority, simply means that at the present crisis of 
events, the great Conservative party, both in the 
House and throughout the country, deem our foreign 
policy to outweigh in importance our domestic, and 
think it better to tolerate some inroads of the demo- 
cratic principle than to strike a blow at the cause of 
liberty in Europe. 


The Morning Post on the war in Italy says :— 

The progress of the allies continues uninterrupted, 
the retreat of the Austrians is beyond question. The 
latest telegram reported in time for yesterday’s im- 
pression, and noticed by us as barely possible, stated 
that General Gyulai had fallen back upon Pavia, 
notwithstanding that the garrison had previously 
spiked their guns and soused their ammunition. 
This turns out to be a mere canard. When the 
Austrians abandoned that fortress it was once and 
for all. They made good their junction with the main 
body of the army at Belgiojoso, and in company with it 
retreated all the way to Cremona! This is conclusive 
as to the victory of the allies, and proves, as we said 
yesterday that a decided change inthe strategy of 
the Austrians has taken place. They have obviously 
failed in their first game. Whether they thought that 
by a brave show of strength they could awe Turin into 
capitulation, or whether they intended their ultimatum 
to be effectual at three days’ sight, in the hope that an 
excuse would be furnished for an immediate march upon 
the capital, they have been entirely disappointed. The 
only result of their delay was to enable the French to go 
to the rescue, and from that hour to this the course of 
the Austrians has been retrogressive. From point to 
point they have run away as fast as they op and 
whereas upon this day week they were on the western 
bank of the Ticino, they are now at Cremona, under a 
new general, and obviously on a new tack. Thus much 
for the state of the respective armies. Now for the po- 
litical resnits. 

The capital of Lombardy has, by consent of its in- 
habitants, become a portion of the Sardinian kingdom. 
Its inhabitants, through the municipality, presented an 
address to the King, who has now replied by a procla- 
mation which does him infinite honour. He acknow- 
ledges the strength which his kingdom derives from the 
additional allegiance, and pledges himself to liberal and 
durable institutions. Not the least important is the al- 
lusion to the generous policy of Napoleon IIL, in which 
he has the greatest confidence, and which he asserts to 
be of the greatest service to the deliverance of Italy. 
When it is remembered that all the population, from the 
Ticino to Milan, are enthusiasticaily in favour of the 
new Sovereign, it must be accepted that, whatever ma 
be the result of this war, the capital of Lombardy will 
never revert to the crown of Austria. 

A new feature in the prospects of Italy is presented by 
the virtual abdication of the Duchess of Parma. What 
may have been the exact motives of the noble lady are 
not stated, but the course she has pursued seems to in- 
dicate a strong conviction that the time has come for 
the reconstitution of the Italian States, and that the 
maintenance of her own sovereignty was, under such 
circumstances, an impossibility. She left the Govern- 
ment of the Duchy to the municipality, who, in the ex- 
ercise of their discretion, immediately requested the 
King of Sardinia to take upon himself the Goverument 
of the country. This promises well for the great cause, 
since in that State also the power of Austria is for ever 
broken. It wlil now remain for the troops of her High- 
ness to drive the Austrians from Piacenza, which will at 
once effectually clear the whole of that country from its 


ee. 
t is clear that an entirely new line of action devolves 
upon General Hess, who supersedes General Gy ulai, and 
we must no longer look to the Ticino, or the Adda, but 
Verona and Mantua as the basis of the Austrian de- 
fence. In the meantime the allies go forward with the 
prestige of success and the good wishes of every man 
who has ever known the blessings of good government.

MINISTERIAL CRISIS. 

Immediately after a brief sitting of the Cabinet Coun- 
cil yesterday evening Lord Derby repaired to Bucking 
ham Palace to tender to her Majesty the unanimous re- 
signation of Ministers, which her Majesty 
ciously pleased to accept. 

In the afternoon Lords Granville and Palmerston had 
audiences with the Queen. It is believed that Lord 
Granville is entrusted with the formation of the new 
government, with Lord Palmerston and Lord John Rus- 
sell as its most prominent members. 

A grand banquet was given last night at Merchant 
Tailors’ Hall to her Majesty's Ministers. Lord Derby, 
in his speech announced that ministers only held office 
until their successors were appointed. He expressed his 
earnest hope that in the t crisis of affairs no time 
would be lost in complet g the formation of a new ad 
ministration, and he pledged himself and his party to 
offer no factious opposition to the government. He ad- 
mitted that the course taken by the proposcrs of the 
amendment in the Commons was straightforward and 
maniy.

MAGENTA,

count of the battle of Magenta :—

Had the General’s column been repulsed 
and would the division of the Greuadiers of thé Guards 
have to sustain alone the whole strength of the enemy ? 

“This is the proper place to explain the manewuvre of 
the Austrians. 

“When theyJearnt on the night of the 2d of June that 
the French army had made itself master of the passage 
of the Ticino at Turbigo, they rapidly recrossed the river 
at Vigevano with three of their corps d’urmee, who burnt 
the bridges behind: ihem. On the morning of the 4th 
they were opposite the Emperor 125,000 strong, and it 
was against such a disproportionate force that the divi- 
sion of the Grenadiers of the Guard, with whom was the 
Emperor, had to compete. 

“ At this critical moment General Regnaud de Saint 
Jean d’Angely displayed immense energy, as did also 
the Generals under his orders. General of Division 
Mellinet had two hérses shot under him, Geueral Cler 
fell mortally wounded, General Wimpffen was wounded 
in the head. Commandants Desme and Maudhuy, of 
the Grenadiers of the Guard, were killed; the Zouaves 
lost 200 men, and the Grenadiers suffered a loss not less 
considerable. 

“Finally, after a long expectation of four hours, du- 
ring which Mellinet’s Division sustained . without 
flinching the attacks of the enemy, Picard’s brigade, led 
by Marshal Canrobert, arrived on the field of battle. 
Shortly afterwards Vinoy’s Division joined, of General 
Niel’s corps, which the Emperor had sent for, and finally 
Renault’s and ‘Trochu’s Divisions of Canrobert’s corps. 
However, Motterouge’s Division found itself hard pressed 
by considerable forces, which threatened to separate it 
from Espinasse’s Division. General M‘Mahon had 
placed in second line the 13 battalions of the Voltigeurs 
of the Guard, under the command of the brave General 
Camou, who, advancing to the front, sustained the shock 
of the enemy, gave time to Motterouge’s and Espinasse’s 
Division vigourously to resume the offensive. 

“ But the General’s corps suffered considerably; 1,500 
men were either killed or wounded. In the attack on 
the village General Espinasse and his officier d’ordonnance, 
Lieutenant Froidefond, were both killed. While leading 
on their men, Colonel Erouhot, of tho 65th of the Line, 
and Colonel Chabriene, of the 2d fell mortally wounded. 

“At the same time General M‘Mahon’s cannon be- 
came again audible in the distance. The General’s 
corps, retarded in its advance, and less numerous than it 
should have been, had advanced in two columns on Ma- 
genta and Buffalora. 

“ The enemy having attempted to cut in between these 
two columns, General M‘Mahon ordered his right column 
to fall back on his left towards Magenta, and this ex- 
plains the cessation in the firing at the commencement 
of the action on the Buffalora side. 

“ In fact, the Austrians finding themselves hard pressed 
on their centre and left had evacuated the village at Buffa- 
lora, and had brought the greater portion of their forces 
to bear against General M‘Mahon before Magenta. The 
45th of the Line boldly attacked the farm of Cascina 
Nuova on the outskirts of the village, and which was de- 
fended by two Hungarian regiments. 

“On the other side Vinoy’s and Renault’s Divisions 
were doing prodigies of valour, under the orders of Mar- 
shal Canrobert and General Niel. Vinoy’s Division 
which had left Novara in the morning, had scarcely 
reached Trerate, where it purposed to bivouack, when 
it was sent for by the Emperor. It advanced at quick 
step as far as the bridge of Magenta, driving the encmy 
from the positions they occupied, taking above 1,000 
prisoners ; but, e with superior forces, it suffered 
heavy loss,—11 cers were killed and 50 wounded ; 
650 non-commissioned officers and men were placed 
hors de combat, The 85th of the line suffered most. 
Colonel Delort fell at the head of his men. and all the 
officers were wounded. Genera! Martimprey received a 
bullet wound while leading on his brigade. 

“ Marshal Canrobert’s troops alsosuftered considerably. 
Colonel de Senneville, the chief of his staff, was killed at 
his side; Colonel Charlier, of the 90th, fell mortally 
wounden by five bullets, and many officers of Renault’s 
division were placed hors de combat, while the village and 
bridge of Magenta were taken and retaken seven times. 

“Finally, about half-past 8 at night, the French army 
remained masters of the field of battle, and the encmy 
withdrew, leaving in our hands four guns, one of which 
was taken by the Grenadiers of the Guards, two flags, 
and 7,000 prisoners. The number of Austrians placed 
hors de combat may be estimated at 20,000. 12,000 
muskets and 30,000 sacs (knapsacks?) were found on the 
battle-field. 

“ The Austrian corps which fought agains: us are those 
of Clam-Gallas, Zobel, Schwartzenberg. and Lichsten- 
stein. Field-Marshal Gyulai commanded in person. 

\Thus fivedays after their departure from Alessandria, 
the allied army had given three combats, gained a battle, 
cleated Piedmont of the Austrians, and opened the gates 
of Milan. Since the combat of Montebello, the Austrian 
army has lost 25,000 men in killed and wounded, 10,000 
prisoners, and 17 guns.” 


AUSTRIAN ACCOVNT OF THE BATTLE OF 
MAGENTA. 
(From the Times Correspondent). 


Viewna, JUNE 8.—On the 7th instant the following 
official report was telegraphed from Verona to this 
city :'— 


“Report or Count GYIrLAI, COMMANDER or THE Se- 
coxp Army, To His Masesty THE Emperor. 


“Your Majesty,—With the most profound respect I 
hasten to forw to your Majesty, by Colonel Weis- 

immel, of the General Staff, a brief account of the 
battle of Magenta, which, at a later period, will be 
completed by a detailed description of an action which 
was glorious for the arms Load dena Majesty, though its re- 
sult was imperfect (geschma/ert ). 

“ At seven o'clock in the morning of the 4th June 
LieutenantGeneral Count Clam, who was in position at 
Magenta, with about 7,000 of his own men and the 2nd 
army corps, informed me that large masses of the enemy 
were a hing the téte-~du-pont which he, a few days 
before, had quitted, as it was not qualified for defence. 

“At half-past 8 in the morning, the time at which

“I now learn that the troops of the Ist and 2d corps 
d’armée, which had suffered most from the first attacks 
of the enemy, had already moved to the rear, and could 
not again be brought to the field of battle, unless they 
made a fatiguing march during the night. The troops 


in question continued their march at three o’clock in the | 


morning, so that they must have reached their desti- 
nation at the time at which I should have been pre- 
pared to send them to the front again. Under such 
circumstances, it was necessary to mvke a retreat ; and 
it wes my aim to keep the corp which were still ready 
for action intact, in order that they might protect the 
others. 

“ Accordingly, at 4 in the morning, the gallant regi- 
ment Grand Duke of Hesse once more stormed Ponte 
di Magenta. in order to facilitate the retrogiade move- 
ment. It was the last effort of a brave regiment—says 
Lieutenant-General Prince Schwarzenburg,in his report 
—which, on the preceding day, had had 25 officers 
wounded, and one staff officer, and nine captains killed, 
without once hesitating to attack, or without displaying 
irresolution when repulsed. 

“ The enemy having been driven back to Magenta, an 
orderly retreat was made. I believe | can confidently 
conclude that the enemy, in spite of his superiority, paid 
a high price for the possession of Magenta, and that he 
will do your Majesty’s army the justice to acknowledge 
that it did not yield to a brave and numerically superior 
force until after an heroic contest. 

“Tam not able to give any nearer details concerning 
the action, as, under the circumstances, timely returns 
from the different troops could not be required. I be- 
lieve to be near the truth in saying that we had between 
4,000 and 5,000 killed and wounded, and that the enemy 
certainly had half as many more. Lieutenant-Gencral 
Baron Reischach was shot through the hip, and Generals 
Lebzeltern and Durfeld, through the arm. I will not 
neglect to forward to your Majesty a more detailed 
account as soon as the separate reports have come in, 
and to mention the names of those who particularly dis- 
tinguished themselves.

THE FIELD OF MAGENTA. 

( From the Special Correspoudent of the Daily News ). 

MAGENTA Jenn 7.--Yesterday evening not without 
great difficulty I succeeded in getting here, to inspect the 
field of the glorious battle on Saturday last. My pen is 
not adequate to describe the heartrending scene which 
surrounds me. Trees thrown down by the dreadful 
eflects of artillery; heaps of dead bodies, human limbs 
scattered about, carriages broken, farm-houses burnt, 
crops trampled, vineyards devastated, houses pl undered-- 
such is the deplorable sight which has met my eyes since 
my arrival in this town. Town, however, Magenta 
is no more. The small inn from whence i am now 
writing these lines bears marks of the tremendous 
struggle, for it was thrice taken and retaken during 
the action. Not a piece of furniture is to be found, not 
even a chair to sit upon. Some of the details I sent 
you on Sunday were not quite correct. The field guns 
captured by onr troops were not twenty but four. I 
was led into an error by a man who showed me some 
other guns which were captured at Palestro and Borgo 
Vercelli. The battle of Magenta was not begun by our 
troops bat by the Austrians, who although in full re- 
treat towards Pavia, were ordered to change their front 
and attack our advanced guard which had crossed the 
Ticino at Buffalora. One battalion of the Zouaves and 
two companies of the same regiment, together with two 
regiments of Grenadiers, all belonging to the Imperial 
Guard, were suddenly attacked by 25,000 Austrians 
under the order of General Zobel. Our gallant allies 
had three batteries with them, but only two field pieces 
were brought to play upon the advancing columns of the 
enemy. You must not forget that the country which 
lies between this village and Abbiate Grasso is intersected 
by numberless canals which supply the water to the rj 
fields of the district. All these fields had been of cefirse 
inundated for agricultural purposes, so the guns of our 
advanced guard could not be placed except on the 
main road, which by the bye is very narrow, and by 
which the Austrians were advancing. The right wing 
of the French advanced guard, thus attacked, was formed 
by the above-mentioned troops. Five other companies 
of Zouaves of the Imperial Guard were marching on the 
left. This heroic column, which gallantly disputed the 
advance of Zobel’s corpse d’armee for five long hours 
scarcely numbered 5,000 men. Therolling of musketry, 
the pounding of field guns, the crash of steel—I have 
been told by an actor of the bloody drama—were 
deafening. The Austrians advanced, halted, ad- 
vanced again, received and returned a close and 
deadly fire; but the bayonet is the queen of wea- 
pons—Magenta proved it. The brave band of our 
allies were vainly clinging to their guns. After two 
hours of a fearful struggle, three of them were captured 
by the enemy. It was then that brave kind-hearted 

eneral Cler fell dead from his horse. The colonel of 
the Ist Zouaves soon followed. A minute later the 
lieut-colonel and 12 officers of the same regiment were 
no more. ‘The battalion—if you can designate by snch 
a word the 300 left—was now fighting for life ; it was 
surrounded by a division of the enemy—there was no 
help visible. But “ Les Zouaves sont les Zouaves,” said 
my informant, who has the honor to belong to this 
famous corps. ‘The five companies on the left, sceing 
the peril of their comrades, rushed with such impetuosity 
against the enemy’s division that the 300 were left alone 
and all the force of Crotians and Bohemians was brought 
to bear against the new comers. This last hand-to-hand 
fight lasted two hours. The disproportion of numbers 
was, however, too t—the French were exhausted 


with fighting—but at last came the a en 
twelve o'clock the reinforcement ppeared 
on their left--a joyful sight to our struggling regiments. 
The three field guns already captured by the enemy were 
soon recaptured at the point of the bayonet. TFobels 
d'armee was easily routed by the Imperial legions, 
and obliged to retire. The action then became general, 
and lasted three hours longer, till the bold assault of 
MacMahon decided the victory. The effect of this gal- 
lant.general’s move was that of cutting the Austrian 
army into two bodies. Threatened on all sides, forced 
in his position, menaced with being surrounded, Gene- 
ral Gyulai gave orders to retreat. Routed as they were, 
they now ran pell-mell, some towards Guolo, Visconti, 
some towaids Rosate, Vernate, and Pavia. Covering 
their hasty and disordered retaeat by bodies of horse and 
a tremendous fire of artillery, the Austrians fell back 
upon their entrenched lines in immense confusion. ‘The 
battle of Magenta had been won. General Gyulai had 
brought into action 120,000 men; he left nearly 20,000 of 
them wounded and dead on the battle-field, 7000 were taken 
prisoners ; 2 flags, 4,000 knapsasks, 12,000 muskets and 
4 guns have fallen into our hands. Besides these diffi- 
culties,General Gyulai knows that Marshal Baraguay 
d’Hilliers is marching fast towards the Adda, and that 
he may succeed in intercepting the main road, which 
Codogno leads to Cremona. ' 
After the battle of Magenta had been won Victor Em- 
manuel slept cn the field, and next morning received the 
tation of the town council of Milan, which came to 
his Majesty the crown of Lombardy. . As soon as 
the news “a oe victory had ed Milan the 
Austrians fled. people, who had barricaded the 
streets during the night, began to meet on the Piazza del 
Broletto, asking for the act of 1848 to be prociaime!. 
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of the victorious Highlanders were muti-

come too late to relieve, but not to avenge; and in the 
ets actions of Onao, Basserut-Gunge, Boor- 
keake Chpwkee, and Bithoor, the dark plumes of the 
Highlanders swept over the battle fields like hearses, so 
deadly was the retribution they inflicted. Wearied, 
worn, and bleeding, they at len h entered Lucknow on 
Sept. 25, amidst such a storm of shot and shell, and such 
a scene of slaughter, as are without parallels in the his- 
tory of warfare. All these recollections doubtless 
touched the chords of memory as the columns of Gaels 
swept past the spectators, like a tide of checks and 
plumes. At all events, if the face may be taken as an 
index of the soul, no bedy of warriors ever called forth 
higher or holier emotions than the Highlanders did when 
in the ptoud panoply of the garb of Scotland, they 
were marshalled to the banquet which had been pre- 
pared for them.

seemed to feel that its advance was too rapid. During 
the interval, a variety of Scottish national airs was 
played upon the bag-pipe, and several of the men showed 
their agility in the old but still favourite dances of “ The 
Highland Fling” and “Tallochgorum.” The popular 
song of “ Highland Laddie” was sung with great power, 
and spirit by the whole assembly, after which the schools 
sang “ Auld Lang Syne,” hosts and guests joining in the 
noble and heart-melting refrain. It was now nearly ten 
o’clock, and tke bugles having sounded, the High- 
landers fell in preparatory to marching to their camp. 
There were many leave-takings, and many warm and friendly 
grasps of the ds as the gallant 78th, amidst the 
strains of martial music, and loud and prolonged cheers, 
marched through triumphal arch on their way to their 
temporary homes, on the verge of the Esplanade.

THE GREAT THELLUSSON WILL CASE—JUDGMENST. 
Their lordships assembled this morning, by special ap- 
intment, for the pnrpose of delivering judgment in the fol- 

owing important a 8 :— 

Thomas Bobarts Thellusson, v. Abraham Wildey Robarts, 
Edward James Dawkins, Charles Sabine Augustus Thellus- 
son, the Right Hen. Frederick William Brook, Baron Ren- 
diesham (an infant), and the Hon. Arthur Thellusson fenes 
deceased), respondents; the Hon. Arthur Thellusson (since 
deceased), appellant, v. Abraham Wildey Robarts, Edward 
James Dawkins, the Right Hon. Frederick Brook, Baron 
Rendlesham (an infant), Thomas Robarts Thellusson, and 
Charles Sabine Augustus Thellusson respondents. 

These cases came before their lordships on appeal from 
the decision of the Master of the Rolls. ‘The question turned 
upon the construction of the words “eldest lineal male 
descendant,” as contained in the will of Peter Thellusson, 
of Brédsworth, in the county of York. Thea ts were 

ndsons of the testator, and the respondents were the 

stive descendants in the eldest line of his two sons, 

and Charles. It a ed that in July 1797, Peter 
ellusson, who was a te os of the City of London, died 
leaving £600,000 in personalty, and land of the annual value 
of £4,500, He left three sons, Peter, George, and Charles, 
and six grandsons, By his will, which was made in 1796, he 
devised all his real and personal estates to trustees, to be laid 
out in the purchase of lands, the rents thereof to be applied 
in the same manner. The property so purchased was to 
accumulate until the decease of every living descendant of 
the testator, nine in number, existing at the time of his 
death. The sum thus accumulated was, when this emer- 
geney arrived, to be divided into three portions, each of 
which was to go to “ the eldest male lineal descendant” of 
each of his three sons. In February, 1856, the last of the 
nine lives contemplated by the will expired, when four bills 
were filed im Chancery in order that it might be decreed 
who was entitled to the property, [which is now divisible 
in moieties in consequence of one of the sons of the 
testator, George, dying without issue. The claimants of the 
estate are Baron idlesham and Charles Sabine Augustas 
Thelluson, as bei the eldest male descendants of the 
testator, in of lineage of Peter Isaac Baron Rendle- 
shan, the testatok’s eldest son, and Charles, his third son re- 


spectively, and J as and Arthur, as being the eldest in 
am of years.

Master of the Rolls had decreed that 

aron Rendlesham answered to the description of “ eldest 
lineal male descendant” of Peter Isaac, and that the respon- 
dent, Charles Sabine Angustus, was “ the eldest lineal male 
descendant” of Charles and that both therefore were 
entitled to the estate in moiety. Against this decision 
there had been an appeal to their lordships’ house, 
During the arguments, which have been frequently ad- 
journed, it was insisted for the appellants that, unless the 
provisions of the will were unintelligible or absurd, the word 
“eldest” should have its natural meaning as eldest in point 
of years, and should not be twisted into its technical mean- 
ing of eldest in point of lineage, so as to make it conformable 
to prim iture. On the other hand, it was submitted on 
behalf of the respondents, that the true and pr construc= 
tion to be on the word “ eldest” was eldest in point 
of line, as being “ first in succession.” 

On the conclusion of the arguments. 

The Lord Chancellor put following questions te the

Mr. LEATHAM, with very great reluctauce, felt it his duty 
to vote’against Her Majesty’s Ministers, who had in his 
opinion, failed as practical statesmen, especially in the matter 
of political reform. , 

Sir G. C. LEWIS thought he made himself the organ of 
both sides of the house when he said that the supporters of 
the government, as well as those in opposition to them, felt 
great gratitude tothe hon. gentleman for the diversion he had 
given them during the dull hours which usually elapsed be- 
tween seven and nine o'clock, He wished to state to the 
House his reasons for giving a vote in support of the amend- 
ment to the Address. He fully admitted that such an amend- 
ment, involving an expression of want of confidence in the 
Executive, was of an unusual and meme pee Seicc and 
that persons who were heartily opposed to her Majesty’s Go- 
vernment, and had constantly found themselves, ever since it 
had been formed, in the opposite lobby upon divisions, might 
hesitate on common occasions to support a vote of that de- 
scription; but it seemed to him that any person who had 
been in the habit of opposing the existing Government ought 
not to hesitate on this occasion in support of the amendment. 
It had not been proposed spontaneously, but had been 
forced upon the Opposition by the conduct of her 
Majesty’s Government. When Lord John Russell made his 
motion on the Reform Bill in the last Parliament, it did not 
in his (Sir G. C. Lewis’) opinion imply a censure on the 
Government. The amentment affirmed certain principles. 
With respect to the construction of the Reform Bill in which 
that side of the House unanimously agreed, in which a lar 
number of gentlemen opposite concurred, and to which it 
was competent for Her Majesty's Government, if they 
thought fit to assent and to import into their measure, 
they did not take that course. They treated it quite 
unnecessarily, as a vate of censure on tne Government, and 
they went to a divibion on that understanding, and that 
those who concurred ‘in it implied a general disapprobation 
of their conduct. Well, that amendment was supported by 
a large majority of the late Parliament. Her Majesty's 
advisers did not acquiesce in that decision, and they appealed 
to the country, but not on the merits of the Reform Bill. 
They appealed to the country for a vote of confidence in them- 
selves individually as an administration ; and the elections, 
which took place in consequence of that dissolution did uot 
turn on the merits of their Reform Bill. They were not to 
decide whether or not the Reform Bill should be revived in 
the present parliament, but whether confidence or not confi- 
dence was felt in her Majesty's advisers (hear, hear). The 
challenge was given and accepted, and the issue fairly before 
the house was the fate of the administration. He admitted 
that this motion was a party move; but all questions in that 
house had been decided by party moves. He reviewed the 
domestic policy of the Government, and observed that all the 
financial cal ions of the Chancellor of the Exchequer had 
been falsified. 

The FIRST LORD of the ADMIRALTY (Sir J. Paking- 
ton) said he thought that in considering this question as to 
confidence in the government, the house ought fairly to bear 
in mind the manner in which the government had dealt 
with the defences of the country. (Fear, hear.) That con - 
sideration 


ni there were one or two parts of the discussion to which 
he would refer. He heartily concurred in the view taken by 
his hon. friends in signifying their approbation of the course 
taken upon this occasion. He had complained loudly at tho 
course taken prior to the dissolution, but he could make no 
complaint now. Hon. gentlemen opposite had a perfect right 
to raise the question they had done—(here, hear,)—but he 
was disposed to make this concession after bearing the debate, 
that there had been an absolute failure in bringing any charge 
against the gan” (hear, bear). The le lord the 
member for Tiverton did make an attempt to inculpate the 
Government,—and he made certain charges against them in a 
number of jokes intermixed with abuse more suo—(oh, oh)— 
he meant good-humoured abuse—bat the noble viscount felt 
himself com give up the attempt, and take up a course 
which nearly every 
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Italian question. He wished that right hon. 
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was an advocate for peace and neutrality: so were they. If 
that hon. gentleman was sanguine that the best mode of pre- 
serving the peace of Europe was to put our affairs into the 
hands of the noble viscount opposite, certainly was not his 
reputation (hear, hear). There was another subject to which 
he wished to refer. He trusted the house would see that it 
was impossible for him to allow the debate to close 
without alluding to the defence of the country (hear, 
hear). And he thought he was justified in saying 
when they were going to a vote of censure on 
the government, surely one of the elements which in common 
sense and common justice they were bound to consider was 
the mode in which the government had dealt with that im- 
portant subject. There was one fact which he did not think 
any man 0 ite could deny, that at the time when Lord 
Derby mate og to office the effective strength of the navy 
was reduced to a point which it had never reached before, and 
which he hoped in God it would never reach again rer: 
At that time there were only 25 effective line of battle 
ships—a state of things never known before (hear, hear). 
What was the strength of the navy now? At that moment 
they had also, as then, three line-of-battle ships taking in 
their engines, and without them they had 37 effective line-of- 
battle ships, which, with those three, made 40 effective line- 
of-battle ships, instead of 28, which was the number they had 
15 months ago (hear, hear). He had called upon parliament 
to enable him to redress this state of things, and the House of 
Commons had responded liberally to that appeal; and by the 
end of the present financial year they should have 50 efficient 
line-of-battle ships (cheers). He would now turn fo another 
branch of thesubject. If ever government had exposed itself 
to attack, the present government had done so (hear, hear, 
from the Opposition benches). They had assumed a responsi- 
bility more grave than any other government ever had. Soon 
after the dissolution—(ironical cheers)—he knew what that 
cheer meant, and he did not shrink from the issue which it 
raised—soon alter the dissolution that war—which govern- 
ment had exhausted every effort to avert, broke out. 
On their own responsibility they had adopted three most 
important measures (hear, hear). In the first place they 
issued an Order in Council, raising 2,000 marines and 8,000 
seamen more than they were authorised to do (cheers). 
Another step they took was to offer a bounty for the enlis 
ment of seamen (“ hear, hear, from Sir C. Napier) and phe 
third thing they had done was to employ 1,300 additjénal 
os pee They had done that which no other goverfiment 
done before, for in time of peace they offered a bounty 
larger than had been offered atany previous time (cheers). Lut 
then came the question, “ Was it right or was it wer 
Either they acted wisely and prudently in consulting the best 
interests of the country, or they had adopted the most reckless 
abuse of power, and had ran ola squandered the public 
money (hear, hear, and cheers). In the one case they ought 
to be censured by the House and condemned by the country. 
In the other they were entitled to the thanks of the nation. 
In answer to the gallant admiral (Sir C. Napier) he would 
tell him our present force was 24 line-of-battle ships and 12 
frigates, and that was not the limit at which they intended 
tostop. Their intention was to increase the Mediterranean 
portion of it. ‘To enter into any comparison with France was 
not his wish under present circumstances, but as the gallant 
admiral had asked him, he should tell him that our force of 
men-of-war in commission was considerably greater than the 
men-of-war of France at this moment (hear, hear). He 
thanked the House for having listened to him. He had set 
before them the ground on which the government rested their 
claim for support, and which the Opposition always aban- 
doned in order to attack them; but the public sense of Eng- 
land would disapprove of that course on the part of their 
opponents. For himself he was careless about the result of 
this division. If it was against them, he should at least have 
the satisfaction of handing over the navy of England in a very 
different state from that in which he received it (cheers), and 
he should have this further satisfaction that whatever party 
efforts might lead to, if a majority of the house should sup- 
port this amendment, the British public would not approve of 
the result (cheers). 

Lord J. RUSSELL—Sir, the language which the right hon. 
gentleman who has just sat down has applied to those who sit 
on this side of the lease is, considering the circumstances in 
which he stands, a little extraordinary. The Government 
advised Her Majesty to dissolve Parliament, at a critical 
moment and in the midst of most important business, to try 
this myers hater |! Her Majesty’s Ministers have or have 
not the confidence of Parliament and the country. The par- 
liment is accordingly dissolved, the elections take place, gen- 
tlemen are returned here, and they immediately propose to 
put to the test the question which the government themselves 
declared was the point at issue.

To CLEAN a Ririe.—Get two ash sticks, round and 
smooth, plained to go easily down the barrel; at both 
ends cut jagged notches to hold tow or flax ; wash the 
barrel with lukewarm water with a little soda in it. 
When it is so clean that a white rag comes out as clean 
as it goes in, you may be satisfied the rifle will shoot 
well. Quicksilver will remove all accumulation of lead, 
and is recommended by a gentleman of great experience. 
An iron rod is likely to injure the very delicate grooves 
of Enfield rifles, but if you are obliged to use one, a brass 
tube six inches long put in the muzzle, and hollow, to 
let the iron ramrod pass through it, will prevent its 
injuring the grooves and lands, Neats-foot oil strained 
three or four times through flannel is best for the inside 
and outside of the barrel ; but no oil shou!d be allowed 
to remain inside. Hillas’s patent oil is far the best for 
locks, and no rifleman should be without it.—W. Ken-
